NIGHT OF TERROR TO SHIPS; 
FOG HIDES DYNAMITE CARGO. 


Vessel with 600 T of Explc 
ound for Colon 885 1 


Delaware River in Panic. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 18.—Six hundred 
tons of dynamite on board the British steam- 
ship, Westhampton, bound for Colon and a 
heavy fog on the Delaware combined to 
throw sailors on the river and bay into a 
panic early today. 

It was sighted about 2 o'clock yesterday 
morning from Reedy island in the Del- 
aware and from that point all following ves- 
sela were warned of the floating mine ahead 
of them. 

The minute the news reached a ship its rate 
of speed would be lowered and the fog horn 
started going at a lively rate. Many vessels 
stopped altogether and only started again 
on receiving an exact description of the ship, 
its probable speed and location. 

Shipowners in the city who got wind of the 
danger to their vessels kept the wires to Del- 
aware breakwater and Reedy island hum- 
ming with inquiries as to the whereabouts 
of their cargoes. Even after the fog ques- 
tiona did not cease and it was not until the 
merchants had been assured that their ships 
could not possibly have been blown up that 
they ceased their inquiry. 

It was reported by several boats that the 
night had been one of great terror for the 
men. Double watches had been kept until 
morning and many of the salflors refused to 
turn in at all. 


MAN MURDERED IN AN ALLEY; 
POLICE SEEKING FOR CLEWS. 


Filippe Ferreo, Shot Dead, Said to Have 
Paid Attentions to Married Woman, 
Who Has Disappeared. 


Dying from a bullet wound in the fore- 
head, Filippe Ferreo, 82 years old, was found 
lying in a runway leading to an alley in the 
rear of the house where he lived, at 148 Gault 
court, late yesterday afternoon. 

He was rushed to the Polyclinic hospital, 
where an effort was made to get a statement 
as to the identity of his assailant, but he died 
without giving any clew.

Residents at Amagansett, Long Island, 
Scared by Dive of Roaring Blazing

New York, Aug. 18.—All out of doors at 
Amagansett, L. I., were startled this evening 
when they heard a terrific roar and at the 
same time saw a blazing mass shooting 
through the heavens over the ocean ap- 
parently only a little way out from shore. 
The hissing roar which was emitted from the 
rapidly moving ball was de afening, while the 
blazing object appeared to be about twenty 
feet in diameter. 

Those who saw it say the meteor, for such 
it was, must have weighed several tons. 
When it struck the ocean it caused an up- 
hneaval of the waters. 

Huge breakers came tumbling shoreward. 
Several bathing pavilions were washed away 
and fishéermen’s nets were torn from their 
moorings, while considerable damage was 
caused to property along the ocean front.

| Prosperity of Country. 


BOGIES MAY HURT NATION. 


He Shows Causes of Former Troubles; 
Suggests a Check. 


New York, Aug. 18.~—[Special.]}—An ef- 
fectual stopper was clapped over the cries of 
calamity mourners and hard times” 
prophets of the country by a statistically 
argumentative interview today authorized 
by Leslie M. Shaw, former secretary of the 
treasury, now president of the Carnegie 
Trust company. Regarding the present 
financial and industrial conditions he said: 

Our farms produce more than $6,500,000, - 
000 per annum, and the prospect is good for 
an average crop. Our mines yield more than 
$1,500,000,000, and our forests more than 
$1,000,000,000. And neither of these sources 
of wealth has been exhausted. The output 
of our factories, In other than food products, 
is $12,000,000,000, and no fires have been ex- 
tinguished. The railways earn more than 
$2,000,000,000, and they are all in successful 
operation. The pay rolls of our factories 
and railways aggregate approximately 
$3, 500,000,000, and the scale of wages has not 
been reduced. 


Wealth Source Not Affected. 

In other words, the real sources of the 
people’s wealth have not yet been affected, 
and the ability of industrial concerns to pay 
dividends is not measured by the market 
price of their stocks. Logical reasons for 
serious conditions are therefore wanting. 
Psychological reasons are never wanting. 

“If I judge correctly, the people will have 
exactly what they expect. If those who have 
money in the banks withdraw it and lock it 
up; if the banks refuse to grant accommo- 
dations, and if the consuming public decline 
to place orders, then we will soon witness the 
effects. Let those who think that times of 
disaster follow each other at regular inter- 
vals bear in mind that this country never 
yet experienced a period of severe depression 
that was not traceable to financial or eco- 
nomic agitation or legislation, and usually 
to both. 

Explains Financial Setback. 

“In 1893 the redemption of greenbacks in 
silver instead of gold was openly advocated; 
the party in power was under promise to 
remove the protective. tariff from our in- 
dustries, and the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of sixteen to one was championed 
by prominent members of both parties. The 
country might have survived any one of 
these sources of alarm, but it could not sur- 
vive all three. 

At this time no one questions our financial 
system, and the tariff will not be touched for 
at least eighteen months, 

„ Some check in the speed at which we are 
going is most desirable, and the checking 
process has probably begun. It will but re- 
quire a fair measure of confidence and cour- 
age to prevent undue retardment in our 
industries. Capital cannot be forced into 
activity, but it can be forced out of activity. 
I have never seen the time when universal 
sanity was more essential to our well being.

CUBAN POLITICS SIZZLING HOT. 


Proposed Meeting to Celebrate Revolu- 
tion of Last Year Causes Dissen- 
sion as to Propriety. 


[BY CABLE TO'THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAVANA, Aug. 18.—Political circles have 
been rent asunder by the proposed meeting 
tomorrow night to commemorate the begin- 
ning of the revolution of last year. The 
meeting was planned by the supporters of 
Alfredo Zayas, whereupon José Miguel 
Gomez, the rival Überal candidate for the 
presidency, said he would not participate. 
Since then politicians have been excitedly 
discussing the propriety of the meeting. 

The Zayastas planned to invite Gov. Ma- 
goon, but did mot because the impossibility of 
his attending such an affair was pointed out 
to them. The moderates, whom the liberals 
defeated in the revolt, are indignant over the 
celebration. They declare that it is in bad 
taste and an outrage. They have discussed 
plans for a counter demonstration. 

The supporters of Gomez held a meeting 
last night and constituted themselves a lib- 
eral national. convention wholly. according 


the whole matter to the next congress for 
further examination. 

The chief event today. was Bebel’s speech. 
He said that the men enrolled in socialist 
syndicates in 1907 numbered 1,800,000. Herr 
Bebel then referred to the strong representa- 
tion of the socialist party in the United 
States and in congress. He mentioned the 
‘‘ scandalous ”’. prosecution of Haywood in 
Idaho, where, he said, the capitalist classes 
had done everything possible to convict him, 
but after all he had been brilliantly acquit- 
ted. In conclusion Herr Bebel expressed the 
hope that this conference would do better 
than the one still sitting at The Hague, which 
would bring forth a most ridiculous mouse, 
which would probably be still born. 


Big Massmeeting Held. 
This afternoon there was a gigantic mass- 
meeting in the flelds at Cronstadt, a suburb 
of Stuttgart, 10,000 socialists being present. 
The meeting was unparalleled in the history 
of social democracy. The dense, orderly 
crowd swarmed around six draped platforms, 
whence they were addressed by their lead- 
ers.

It did look like political foolishness when 
the speaker announced his platform.

hope of getting the nomination. It wascal- 
culated, however, to get him quite a num- 
ber of delegates from the districts outside of 
Chicago and give him a respectable showing 
at the convention. : 

It could easily happen that Mr. Shurtleff 
could produce enough delegates to decide 
the gubernatorial fight. The man his dele- 
gates neminated for the governorship nat- 
urally would be his friend if he afterward 
wanted to be a candidate for the senatorship. 

Just now William E. Mason is the only 
serious candidate against Senator Hopkins, 
and he is not generally regarded as dan- 
gerous. He possibly will beat Senator Hop- 
kins on the popular vote, but under the pri- 
mary law that is only an expression of opin- 
ion, not binding on the legislature. There 
is nothing in the law forbidding an outside 
candidate coming in.

Prejudice a Strong Factor. 

How serious this agitation for a limitation 
of Chicago’s representation in the legislature 
is is not understood in this city, It isa 
politicians’ agitation entirely, but they have 
the natural prejudice of a smaller community 
against a larger one to work on, and the cry 
that Chicago, if unchecked, will soon dom- 
inate the whole state isapopularone. The 
politicians’ interest in the matter is easily 
understandable. ; | 

Every apportionment which gives Chicago 
a few more districts takes the same number 
away from the rest of the state, and not only 
mixes up counties which formerly were inde- 
pendent of each other but throws two or 
more members of the legislature which for- 
merly represented different districts into the 
same one. It is self-evident that all cannot 
go back to Springfield. , 

This is why Speaker Shurtleff thinks his 
candidacy for the governorship on his 
peculiar platform will be popular among the 
politicians, and Senator Hopkins is afraid 
that falling of the governorship he might be 
a dangerous candidate for senator.

Attitude Friendly to Capital. 


IJ have ne patience,” he said, with this 
cry that the legislation in our own state and 
elsewhere in the south along these lines is 
going to retard the development of the south 
by frightening capital, hurting the railroads, 
and in effect killing the goose that lays the 
golden egg. I am an industrial governor. 
Only recently a prominent man wrote to me 
asking what my position was on questions 
in which capital was interested. I.told him 
as I have told others before that I was an 
industrial governor. I have always made it 
@ point to protect capital and protect the 
railroads from anything that was unfair. 
But when the railroads try to run us, tnen 
it is time to call @ halt. . 

„We are not afraid of our industrial de- 
velopment being interfered with by making 
such laws, and we will protect capital just 
as much as we ever have. The railroad in 
this instance did not stand for a square deal. 
They refused to recognize our courts, where 
we gave them every opportunity in the world 
to have adjudicated all the points involved 
and to go from our courtg to the United 
States Supreme court, f 

Ready for Court Clash. 

I believe that the proper remedy for such 
a situation and one that would prevent the 
possibility of a clash between the federal 
and state courts would be to have congress 
pass a law providing that a law passed by a 
state shall be passed upon first by the high- 
est court in that state before it is taken to 
the federal courts. 

“There was only once that this matter 
really became serious. HadJudge Pritchard 
tried to get our prisoner away from us and 


would have backed Judge Long up with 
every soldier and every deputy sheriff in 
North Carolina, Of course had President 
Roosevelt sent troopé into our state then we 
would have had to throw up our hands, as 
one state could not fight the union, but we 
should have appealed to the voters of tae 
country and I think they would have been 
with me. 

There is only one way of Mealing with 
these railroads, The -point should be, is a 
railroad making money, and how much is 
it making? If it is making over a reason- 
able profit, then it should submit to a reduc- 
tion im rates.

That we 
know from our investigation and their own 
reports. I think that is a pretty good profit. 
The law exempts roads under sixty miles in 
length and roads in course of construction.”

game was to have started on the old bicycle 
racing plant at the Long Island sound end of 
the island a fire started under the bleachers, 
probably from a carelessly thrown match or 
cigar butt.

The old bicycle grand 
stand was packed to the limit, as were the 
bleachers, every stick of w hich was dry as 
tinder. 

The players were first to see the fire, which 


was already beyond control at the far end of 
the bleachers. They gave a warning cry and 


almost! before the occupants could pile out 


on to the fleld the bleachers were a mass of 


flames, which the wind was blowing right to- 
ward the main stand. Those packed in the 


grand stand became panicky and started a 
crushing rush for the one small exit. But. 


the cooler heads staid the first panic. Play- 


ers worked like mad tearing down the wire 
screen and low fence in front of the stand, 
then helped out the frightened women and 


frantic men over the railing. No one was 


hurt beyond a shaking up and a bruise or two 


and not a woman fainted. This violates all 
newspaper tradition, but it’s true, even if it 


How narrow was the escape for hundreds 
of fans they realized @hen they saw the 


entire roof and half the seats the grand 


stand burning like tissue paper ten minutes 
after the first cry of alarm. 


Dynamite Checks Flames. 

Fortunately for the many other concessions 
and the thousands on the island resort the 
wind blew the flames and cinders out into 
the sound. A steeplechase plant adjoining 
the ball park also was destroyeii, but by the 
use of dynamite and by tearing down a few 
outbuildings and part of the baseball fence 


the fire was checked before the Bridgeport [ 
fire department could send help across the 


ferries. If the wind had been blowing the 
other way it would have swept the fllmsy 
structures in no time and everybody on the 
island, including eleven Cubs, would have 


been driven into the harbor waters to escape. 


Play Remarkable Game. 

As soon as the fire was checked the two 
hall clubs faced a dilemma. There were no 
rain checks issued so the money could not be 
refunded. Part of the baseball crowd had 
been driven off the fleld by the heat and fear 
of dynamite, and there were great gaps in 
the fence. Finally it was decided to play 
five innings and let all see them who could.
